The dele- 
gation surrounded Mr. Sayre’s home and 
cheered until the president appeared 
on the porch. . ‘ 

President Smiled Broadly. 

A fife and drum corps played pa-'| 
trictic airs. The majority of the peo- 
ple belonged to North Adams Wilson 
and Marshall club. Automobile search- 
lights were thrown on the porch and 
brought out the presid@ént in bold re- 
lief. He smiled broadly. 

“We are here to congratulate you on 
your re-election,” said William F. Gre- 
nier, president of the North Adams 
Wilson ang Marshall’ ctub, in introduc- 
ing the president.

TEUTONS STORM 
RUSSIAN POSITIONS 
ON VOLHYNIA FRONT 


Berlin, November 10.—(Via Sayville.) 
Austro-German troops yesterday storm- 
ed Russian positions over a front of 
2% miles in Volihynia, the war office 
announced today. They took more than 
3,000 prisoners, as well as 27 machine 
guns, and inflicted heavy casualties on 
the Russians. 

The statement reads: 

“Russian Front: Brandenburg troops 
and infantry regiment No, 401, under 
the leadership of Major General von 
Wyna, stormed several Russian de- 
fensive lines over a front of about four 
kilometres (2% miles) in the district 
of Skrobowa, and threw back the en- 
emy beyond Skrobowa brook. Our 
losses were small, while the enemy 
suffered heavy sanguinary losses. The 
enemy lost as prisoners 49 officers 
and 3,880 men. The booty is 27 ma- 
chine guns and 12 mine throwers. The 
Russians suffered a heavy defeat.” 


RUSSIANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF GROUND. 


Petrograd, November 10.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—A violent attack on Russian po- 
sitions in the Stokhod region of Vol- 
hynia was made yesterday by Austro- 
German forces. he war office an- 
nounces that after repelling seven on- 
slaughts the Russians were compelled 
to fall back to the second line. 

As the result of a German counter 
attack in the region south of Dorna 
Watra the Russians also were com- 
pelled to give up heights captured on 
the day previous. The battle here atill 
is in progress. 

The statement today reads: 

“Russian Front: In the region of 
Strobyvy the enemy several times at- 
tacked and notwithstanding the stub- 
born resistance of our detachments, 
which had repelled seven onslaughts, 
our troops were compelled to fall back 
to their second line trenches. Flame 
projectors were used by the enemy. 

“On the River Bystritza, in the re- 
gion of the villages of Potsykov, Liet- 
stryi and Bogorodchany-Staryie our 
scouts conducted successful reconnais- 
sances. 

“In the region south of Dorna Watra 
in. the valley of the Bystritza river and 
near the villages of Khollo, Toldesh 
and Putna, the enemy counter attack- 
ed with the result that we were com- 
pelled to abandon some of the heights 
we occupied the previous day. The 
battle continues. 


RUSSIANS STRIKING 
FOR GREAT BRIDGE 
ACROSS THE DANUBE 


Petrograd, November 10.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Russian troops are now 2 miles 
west of Tchernavoda, fighting for the 
famous bridge across the Danube, the 
war office announced today in its re- 
report on the campaign in Dobrudja, 

On the Transylvania front the Ru- 
manians have suffered a reverse at the 
hands of the invading Austro-German 
forces. They were driven four versts 
southward in the region west of Buzou 
valley. Rumanian troops undertook an 
enveloping movement near Predeal. 

The statement says: 

‘“Vobrudja: On the Danube front our 
cavalry and infantry detachments oc- 
cupied the station of Dunareav, three 
versts west (east?) of Tcehernavoda. 
We are fighting for possession of 
Tchernavoda bridge. More than. 200 
corpses have been counted on:the cap- 
tured ground. A number of prisoners 
and machine guns also have been cap- 
tured, 

“We have occupied the fown of Hir- 
sova and the village of Musluj and the 
heights three versts south of Delge- 
ruiv and five versts southwest of Fa- 
simdja. . 

“Rumanian Front: In Transylvania 
enemy attacks in the Trotus valley 
were repelled by our artillery. 

“West of Buzen valley the enémy as- 
sumed the offensive and pushed back 
the Rumanian troops for a distance 
of four versts to the southward. 

“In the direction of Predeal the Ru- 
manians assumed the offensive, envel- 
oping the left enemy flank. The bat- 
tle is still proceeding. ae 

‘In the direction of Campulung an 
enemy attack near Nemoeshti was re- 
pelled.”’ 


Bucharest, November 10.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Heavy fighting is under way on 
the Transylvania front, but no impor- 
tant changes in the military situation 
are reported in today’s announcement 
from the war office. The statement 
follows: 

“On the western frontier of Moldavia 
(northern Rumania) as far as Predelus 
the situation is unchanged.

ELECTORAL VOTE SYSTEM. 


The following communication comes to 
The Constitution—and the fact that we have 
for the past day or two received several in- 
quiries along the same line indicates that 
the case of Mr. Trotwood is not exceptional: 


Editor Constitution: It may surprise 
you, but there are quite a number of peo- 
ple who do not fully understand the exact 
function of\ the electoral vote system as 
applied to the election of president ef the 
United States, and I am writing to ask 
that you explain it so that the average 
— may fully understand just what 
it is. 

4 Another thing—I notice in the news 
reports frequent reference to a_ state 
sending “split” electors—that is, some for 
Wilson and some for Hughes. How can 
this occur? 

By elucidating these points you will 
throw light on at least some dark spots, 
and perhaps I ought to: be ashamed to 
confess it, but I am one of those in need 
of information on the subject.

The answer to/both of Mr. Trotwood’s 
inguiries is very simple: 

The president of the United States is not 
elected by the direct vote of the people. 


.

' When the federal government was formed 


the framers of the constitution proceeded 
upon the theory that it was best that the 
president should be chosen not by direct 
vote, but by representative citizens chosen 
from every state. Thus the “Electoral Col- 
lege” was created in the federal constitu- 
tion, each state being entitled “to a number 
of electors equal to the whole number of 
senators and representatives to which the 
state may be entitled in the congress.” 

It was not contemplated at that time that 
any candidate should offer before the people 
for the office of president. The states were 
to select electors to the number to which 
they were respectively entitled to represen- 
tation in congress, and it was provided that 
the electors so chosen “shall meet in their 
respective states and vote by ballot for two 
persons, of whom one at least shall not be 
an inhabitant of the same state with them— 
.—the person having the greatest num- 
ber of votes shall be president, if such num- 
ber be a majority of the whole number of 
electors appointed.” After the president had 
been chosen, the next highest in number of 
electoral votes should be vice president. 

‘It was further provided that where no 
one received a majority of the full vote of 
the electoral college the federal heuse of 
representatives should by ballot make the 
choice “from the five highest on the list”— 
the votes to be taken by states—‘“represen- 
tatives from each state having one vote.” 

After a few presidents had been elected 


- gecording to the spirit of this constitutional 


requirement, the people’ manifested a desire 
to make a direct choice rather than to leave 
the selection to designated representatives, 
and they began to choose electors with 
special reference to their expressed prefer- 
ence for president. In other words, as early 
as the presidential campaign of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, who had a very strong hold upon the 
people, those offering as electors in some of 
the states specifically announced as Jeffer- 


son electors. And so it was with other can- 


-didates. Thus it was that while the people 


did not vote direct for Jefferson, or for any 
other specific candidate, they voted specific- 
ally for electors who had announced that, if 
chosen, they would vote for Jefferson—or 
for some other candidate. Thus, in effect, 
soon after the government was established, 


_ the people, by indirect method, were making

Marshall. In other words, if he had scratch- 


ed the names of all the electors and had , 
voted only for Wilson for president and | 


Marshall for vice president, his ballot would 
not have been counted. Each of the presi- 
dential candidates had their respective elec- 
toral tickets, containing the number of 
names to which the state was entitled—and 
the fourteen men in Georgia who got the 
highest vote are entitled to represent the 
state in the electoral college, regardless of 
the ticket on which they ran. 

Now as to the split electoral vote: The 
situation is very easily explained in the case, 
for instance, of California, which state is en- 
titled to thirteen electors. Any voter had 
the right to vote for any man he pleased 
for a state elector. He was not required by 
law to confine his choice to the electoral 
nominees of any party. It is a very foolish 
thing to do, but a man may vote for some 
electors who may.be democratic, some who 
may be republican, and some something 
else. In California some of the republican 
electoral candidates had offended many of 
the wets because of the violence of their 
prohibition activities. Likewise, on the 
democratic ticket there were candidates, 
wet or dry, who had given oifense for the 
same reason. Feeling being soa strong in 
California, some of the wet men refused to 
vote for a dry prohibition elector, and some 
of the dry men refused to vote for a wet 
elector, exercising the undoubted legal right 
to scratch a name, and either substitute 
another name or to leave it blank. In most 
instances where the scratches were made no 
other names were inserted. In the aggre- 
gate vote, therefore, where the outcome ,is 
in doubt, the scratching of a few hundred of 
the electors on one ticket might result in 
leaving for a few of the electors on the 
other positions in the list of the highest 
thirteen to which California is entitled, and 
this actually happened in California four 
years ago, when, on account of the bitter- 
ness growing out of the factional split be- 
tween Roosevelt and Taft, Roosevelt was 
enabled to get a part of the California elect- 
ors, while Wilson got the balance. In other 
words, enough of the republicans and the 
progressives, split as they were among 
themselves, voted for some of the Roosevelt 
electors to give them a higher vote than 
some of the thirteen who had been voted for 
as Wilson electors.

As it is at present, all the 
social agencies are trying to do what is best, 
but the situation is too competitive. ' Unity 
and co-operation is necessary. ~I should like 
for all of us to disassociate the two words, 
‘helping’ and ‘charity.’ The stigma of so- 


called ‘charity’ will be removed if we put our - 


activities under the heading of ‘helping,’ 
rather than ‘charity.’ ” 

Miss Celeste S. Parrish, state supervisor 
of schools, gave an impressive address on 
“Charity Defined.” Im opening her address 
Miss Parish explained that her home was in 
Atlanta, and that she recognized the splen- 
did institutions in Atlanta, their splendid 
generosity and Christian spirit, but said that 
she would have to criticise some of the meth- 
ods in use. ' ‘ 

“Atlanta’s philanthropic institutions ean 
be characterized as an overgrown boy in 
short pants. Our methods are survivors of 
earlier days, when the city was in its child- 
hood. Our business men have pot stopped 
making money long enough, and our women 
have not stopped collecting money long 
enough to see that the money is properly 
applied. Hence our charities are uncen- 
tered, unrelated, unreferred, lacking in ef- 
ficiency, lacking in discrimination, lacking 
in organization and there is conflict and du- 
plicaton.” aes 

Miss Parish decried the indiscriminate 
giving of charity, such as that of filling 
stockings for parents who were able to fill 
the stockings of their own children, paralyz- 
ing the most beautiful characteristic of the 
home, the joy of the father and mother in 
giving to their own children. 

“We are making a mistake,” said she. “It 
the city would provide for a garden inspec- 


tor, as is being done in other cities, who 
could be paid $2,000 a year, to supervise the 
work of school children, so that it might 
be efficient and profitable, and theréby bring 


as profit immense’ sums, which are now. be- ¢ 


ing lost, the city would be better off, and 
there would be less need of so much giving. 
Then there is a tremendous loss in families 
because of doctors’ bills, due to the im- 
proper care of the children in their eating 
and otherwise. The girls are not being 
taught domestie science sufficiently to make 
them good wives. There are 365 babies 
dying uselessly each year due to the inabil- 
ity of mothers to properly care for them. 
We haven't taught the mothers to care for 
them.” . 

Miss Parrish said that Atlanta was siv- 
ing toward charities as much as $350,000 a 
year, and here stressed the necessity of uni- 
ty, so that the money might be applied prop- 
erly. 

Miss Parrish Urges Unity. e 

“Let every charity organization of the city 
be united into one great civic welfare or- 
ganization, so that we may avoid the danger 
of the hoodlum and this indiscriminate giv- 
ing. Let us train our boys and girls by es- 
tablishing vocational schools for them. Let 
us labor together.” . 

J. M. B. Hoxsey, president of the Associ- 
ated Charities, the next speaker, spoke on 
the subject of “Getting Together Philan- 
thropically.” 

“There has always been a misunderstand- 
ing of what the Associated Charities stands 
for,” said he. “It was designed purely for the 
purpose of helping others. There are 79 pub- 
lic and private charities in Atlanta, and if we 
were ~ entirely organized should be _ in 
a better condition. The question, “How 
can I relieve the man beforre he 
starves” has presented itself to the Asso- 
ciated Charities many times, and the result 
was that it became necessary to appeal to 
the public for direct relief. The organization 
has removed the cause of poverty of many 
each year, and made, as far as possible, use- 
ful citizens out of them.” 

Mr. Hoxsey said that the way to overcome 
the overlapping in the dispensing of charity 
was for no one to give relief to another un- 
til he has intelligently consulted the records 
of the Associated Charities, unless the giver 
has some personal knowledge to assure him 
that he is not giving undeservedly. The Cen- 
tral Council which was organized last Satur- 
day night, @aid he, representing 37 charity 
organizations, will help to relieve in a large 
measures the overlapping in service and gifts. 

Short talks were made by Dr. Wade Conk- 
ling, Major R. J. Guinn, president of the board 
of education; Judge W. W. Tindall, judge of 
the juvenile court; Kendall Weisiger, Miss 
Laura Smith and Mrs. Thornwell Jacobs. All 
indorsed the movement for unity in chari- 
ty work. 

Mrs. Jacobs made a motion to the effect 
that a committee be appointed from each of 
the three largest philanthropic organizations 
in the city, the philanthropic section of the 
Federation of Women’s clubs, the Associated 
Charities and the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, for the purpose of unity in philan- 
thropic work. The motion was unanimously 


adopted, and a committee from each of these 
Organizations will meet Monday morning at 
10 o’clock in the assembly hall of the cham-

These figures in- 
clude corrections made by county clerks 
upon unofficial returns. 

President Wilson’s unofficial lead 
of 2,281 votes, it was estimated, would 
exceed the totals in the remaining 47 
unreported precincts. Twent pre- 
cincts were still missing from Rio Ar- 
ribia county, where 15 precincts gave 
Hughes a lead of about 300, and eight 
were missing from Torrance county, 
where the other eleven gave the re- 
publican nominee a lead of about 260 
votes. The remaining 19 precincts un- 
reported were scattered throughout 
districts remote from communication. 

With more than half of the vote un- 
reported, interest centered in the con- 
gressional race where victory included 
the possibility of the balance of party 
power in the house of represertativyes. 
The lead of Walton, demiocrat, was 2,-

by 3,642 with 74 precincts missing. The 
gubernatorial race was close. In 312 
precincts Bursom, republican, led De 
Baca, democrat, by 128 votes. 


ABSENT VOTERS 


‘DECIDE MINNESOTA. 


St. Paul, Minn., November 10.— 
Thirty-eight precincts whose fecords 
show they should poll about 490 votes, 
the 2,100 ballots cast by the state sol- 
diers in Texas and the votes of rail- 
road and traveling men under the ab- 
sent voters’ law, tonight held the bal- 
ance in Minnesota between Wilson 
and Hughes. Therefore the state was 
still classed as doubtful, with predic- 
tions varying widely as to the outcome 
of the guardsmen’s balloting and a 
wide difference of opinion over the 
number of votes cast under the absent 
voters’ law. 

Latest returns gave Wilson 177,534 
to Hughes’ 178,037, a Hughes plurality 
of 503 in 3,008 precincts. Of the miss- 
ing thirty-eight, ten are in Koochiching 
county and 12 in Beltrami. It is esti- 
mated tonight that it will take three 
or four days to hear from the former 
and nothing is expected from the lat- 
ter before Monday. Both counties were 
strongly Wilson, but the missing pre- 
cincts are not considerable in popula- 
tion. Eight missing precincts in Aitken 
were fairly populous. Aitken gave a 
Hughes plurality. 

A peculiarity in the Minnesota elec- 
tion laws by which voting precincts 
may be added in any county by the ac- 
tion of the “eo! commissioners, has 
caused some confusion regarding the 
number of precincts in the state re- 
maining to be heard from. 

When the tabulation of the votes 
started, it was taken for granted that 
3,024 precincts were to be heard from. 
However, it has developed that at least 
24 precincts have been added of which 
no official mention has been made. At 
a late hour tonight it is evident that 
there are at least 3,048 precincts in the 
state. The new precincts in sOme cases 
are many miles from railway or tele- 
graph communication.

FRENCH COMMENT 

FAVORS WILSON. 

Paris, November 11.—The newspa- 
pers, while pririting the news of the 
American election in a prominent posi- 
tion, express little opinion as to the re- 
sult. What comment there is, is sym- 
pathetic to President Wilson. 

The Petit Journal says: 

“President Wilson’s victory is high- 
ly satisfactory to us for two reasons: 
The first is that for four years Ameri- 
can foreign policies will be free from 
all electoral considerations as the con- 
stitution forbids President Wilson 
from seeking a third term; the second 
reason is that the result of the elec- 
tion must put new life into American 
neutrality. Evidently an immense ma- 
jority of the electorate pronounced 
against war, but, apart from the mil- 


Ttions of voters who approved the vigor 


with which the president forced the 


Germans to code on the submarine war 
question, other millions voted for 
Hughes because he demanded an ever 
firmer defense of American rights. 
The chief executive is obliged to take 
into account this double wish. Just as 
Hughes ‘could not have ignored the ver- 
dict against war, so Wilson must take 
into consideration the condemnation 
of a line of policy which Roosevelt 
has characterized as ‘backboneless.’”’ 

The Matin and the Parisian express 
the same view. The latter paper con- 
cludes: 

“It is because he played a very hon- 
orable role in a moment of a grave 
crisis that the American people have 
renewed their mandate to President 
Wilson. In 1912 he owed his election 
to the division of his adversaries. This 
time he owes it to his prestige, to his 
electoral campaign and to the confi- 
dence which he deserved. It is pos- 
sible that his policy will now become 
firmer and clearer, that, profiting by 
experience, he will aspire to play a 
larger role and to rise up as a more 
phil seat champion of the law of na- 
tions.”

The latter, which Graves is. alleged 
to have said would prove “emsbarrass- 
ing” to Countess von Bernstorff, was 
couched, federal investigators asserted, 
in “endearing terms” and signed with 
initials only. It was asserted by the 
officials that the communication was 
from a woman cousin of Count von 


of his and the countess’ business af- 
fairs in Germany. 

A professional bondsman furnished 
the required bond and Graves was re- 
leased. He made the following state- 
ment to newspaper men: 

“I have nothing so important to say. 
I have declared my intention of be- 
coming a citizen of this country and 
have taken out my first papers. 

“I am now a writer, a lecturer and 
lately have been writing scenarios 
about my experiences as an interna- 
tional spy. 

“Tl have been in this country two 
years and nine months. I was once con- 
nected with the British foreign office, 
but I am no more 

“J came to Washington for the sole 
purpose of epeang of the papers. I 
had no intention of blackmailing the 
Countess von Bernstorff. 

“I will not at this time discuss the 
contents of the papers I had. I will 
say, however, that I was just employ- 
ing the same methods which the Ger- 
man embassy has used in this country 
for the past two years and four 
months.” 

Statement by Detective Chief. 


Clifford Grant, chief.of detectives, 
in a statement tonight said: 

“There was nothing really official 
so far as I know about the letters this 
man had. There were three letters 
from the same person. Each wound 
up with the words ‘my dear.’ Of course, 
there were some things in them which 
the British censor might not have 
passed. 

“It seems that the letters were in- 
trusted to someone aboard the Oscar 
II., who, after receiving thém, saw an 
opportunity to use them. Graves ad- 
mitted that he wanted to make money 
out of the letters.: He said he paid 
$2,400 for them and’ wanted to make a 
$600 profit.” 

A high official of the embassy said 
tonight: 

“We had this man arrested because 
we wanted to let it be known that no 
person attached, directly or indirectly, 
to this embassy can be made a victim 
of blackmailing schemes. We have no 
secrets.” 

Officials said tonight that the Count- 
ess von Bernstorff probably would not 
be asked to appear personally against 
Graves, 

Graves, in his widely published so- 
called expose of international spying, 
described many sens&atienal episodes, 
including purported interviews with 
the Emperor of Germany, how he was 
decorated for his services, the way in 
which he secured and sent to the gov- 
ernment information of alleged ex- 
treme importance and what he claimed 
to be the whole of the German spy 
System. He freely admitted that he 
had been in prison in England, and, in 
American slang, tinged with a Ger- 
man accent, told of his flight to this 
country. Graves is about 45 years old. 


Graves Makes Denial. 


Graves left for New York late to- 
night aftér issuing a statement deny- 
ing that the Countess von Bernstorff’s 
name had been mentioned in his talks 
with Prince Hatzfeldt. He declared 
the $3,000 he asked for was solely to 
cover the expenses of conveying the 
documents to Washington. 

“In my business transactions with 
Hatzfeldt,” said he, “I congidered that 
I was rendering the embassy a great 
service, letting the original letters go 
into the hands of the embassy for 
$3,000. The parties who conveyed the 
letters from Germany to the United 
States incurred $2,480 expense. Not 
one cent of the $3,000 would: have been 
mine. The benefit to me in handing 
these letters over to the German em- 
bassy° was in what good that service 
to the embassy would be to me in Ger- 
many.

CALIFORNIA OLD GUARD 


In Trying to Keep 
‘Date With Beau”’ 


Ruby Collins, of Atlanta, 
Who Has Been Inmate of 
Convent for Good Shep- 
herd, Hurt in Fall From 
Fourth Story Window. 


Cintinnati, November 11.—<(Special.) 
While 140 girls were attending chapel 
services in the convent of the Good 
Shepherd tonight, Ruby Collins, 17 
years old, of Atlanta, one of the in- 
mates, slipped quietly from the services 
and tying together a blanket and sev- 
eral sheets made a desperate attempt 
to escape from a fourth-story window 
to keep a “date with her beau.” 

But, as fate would have it, she had 
not gauged correctly the distance. The 
improvised rope was far too short, and, 
reaching the second story, she feli fully 
twenty feet to the ground, where her 
body lay in a crumbled heap. 

A well-dressed young man was seen 
running away from the scene. Police 
were summoned and the girl was re- 
moved to the general hospital suffer- 
ing from a broken leg. Sisters of the 
convent told the officers that the girl 
was brought to the institution last 
Tuesday by her father. 


Pretty Ruby Collins sighed for a 
career. She was as a thousand other 
girls—wanted to do something in the 
big world of affairs. 

She recently told Matron Hurd at 
police station: 


“IT will not stay at the Home of the 
Good Shepherd. I do not need this sort 
of training. I am a good girl, already; 
do nothing bad, though talked about 
somewhat. I simply want to do some- 
thing in the world. Father can send me 
to Cincinnati, but I will not remain.” 

She left her home November 2. She 
was gone several days. The Constitu- 
tion printed a story of her mother’s ill- 
ness, Mrs. W. T. Collins, 85 Berne'street, 
near Grant park. That same night Ruby 
returned home. 

Her desire to make her way in the 
world, and make for herself a career, 
was softened by the story of her 
mother’s illness caused by her depart- 
ure from home, 

She remained home several days, but 
upon her mother’s recovery again grew 
restless, and her longing to see the 
world began to assert itself again. 

Her father, W. T. Collins, who is a 
well-known contractor, anticipated her 
move, and last Tuesday carried her to 
Cincinnati, where he left her in the 
Home of the Good Shepkerd. 

When he was notified by The Consti- 
tution last night that his daughter had 
been badly injured he said he had re- 
ceived no notification of the accident. 


OVER $171,000 IN FINES 
ASSESSED FOR REBATING 


Chicago, November 11-—Fines total- 
ing more than $171,000 were assessed 
by Federal Judge Landis today against 
Swift & company, packers, and a num- 


ber of railroads convicted of violating 
the interstate commerce act. In most 
of the cases the charges were rebating or 
in ehippin less than carload shipments 
at carioad rates. 

Swift & Co. were fined $60,000, the 
Pennsylvania railroad $20,000, the El- 
gin, Joliet and Eastern railroad $20,- 
000 ang the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis railroad $20,000 in 
one case and $50,00 in another. 

Fines ranging from $100 to $1,000 
were assessed against the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad, the Indiana 
Harbor Belt railroad and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul in most in- 
stances for failure to comply with the 
28-hour cattle law against permitting 
live stock to remain in freight cars 
more than 28 hours at a stretch with- 
out attention. 

The Pennsylvania fine and the $20,- 
000 fine against the P. Cc. G & 8&t. 
Louis were’for rebating to the W. H. 
Merritt company, a Chicago board of 
trade firm, while the $50,000 fine was 
for rebating to B. Eckhart, head 
of the Eckhart Milling company. Mr. 
Eckhart was tried for the same offense 
some time ago, but the case was thrown 
out. of court by Federal Judge Ander- 
son. 

The charge against Swift & Co. was 
that it vig 2,2 less than carload ship- 
ments to ichigan points at the car- 
load rates.

1917. D.C. CONVENTION 
GOES TO CHATTANOOGA 


Daughters Select the Tennes- 
see City Over St. Louis 
and Asheville. 


Dallas, Texas, November 11.—After 
selecting Chattanooga, Tenn., as the 
1917 convention city the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy at the final 
eession of its twenty-second annual 
meeting here tonight, adopted. resolu- 
tions declaring against histories and 
other text-books used in southern 
schools “which do not portray a true 
history of the south,” and inaugurat- 
ed a campaign for the adoption of the 
phrase “war between the states,” as a 
substitute for “civil war.” 

Other resolutions adopted included an 
indorsement of the congressional pro- 
ject for the placing of a Clara Barton 
window in the Red Cross memorial 


building at Washington, and funds 
were provided for installing a memorial 


window in the building by the organi- 
zation. Provision also was made to 
eliminate the deficit in the Arlington 
mounment fund. ‘ 

The final session tonight continued 
until a late hour, necessitated by the 
delay in the earlier proceedings due to 
unexpected discussions. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., was chosen for 
the 1917 convention, after the claims 
of St. Louis, Asheville, N. C., and Bir- 
mingham, Ala., had been considered. 
The Tennessee delegation parodied a 
popular song-invitation, “To Come to 

ennessee,” as their campaign battle 
cry and won.

BRUTALLY TREATED 


Case of France Against Ger- 
many Is Set Forth in a 
Volume Just Issued. 


Paris, October 26.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—-The case of 
the French government against Ger- 
many in regard to the alleged mistreat- 
ment of French prisoners of war is 
set out in a volume just issued. The 
book sums up reports of the Spanish 
‘embassy in Berlin, of delegates from 
the International Red Cross society, 
who visited German prison camps, of 
doctors and nurses who were intern- 
ed in these camps and of testimony 
given under oath by crippled soldiers. 

The French goyernment contends 
that the following accusations have 
been proved: Theft from French pris- 
oners; killing of wounded prisoners, 
execution without formagity of civil- 
ijans arrested on the pretext of snip- 
ing; transportation of prisoners in foul 


cattle cars with healthy, sick and 
wounded crowded together indiscrimi- 
nately without food or medicine; in- 
sults and violence to prisoners by Ger- 
man soldiers on their arrival in Ger- 
many; attacks upon French prisoners 
by women at Erfurt’ with knives, 
sickles and scythes, tolerated by the 
escort; spitting upon and whipping of 
prisoners by civilians, and kicking of 
prisoners by young. German recruits 
as they filed through Torgat; great 
ravages in nearly all prison camps by 
tuberculosis developed by neglect of 
most elementary hygienic precautions, 
spread of typhus among British and 

rench prisoners by mixing them with 
infected Russians; general prevalence 
of rheumatism in all prison camps as 
the result of dampness; enforced labor 
of prisoners of war on military works, 
such as trench digging, manufacture of 
arms and munitions; insufficient food, 
shelter and clothing. 

The book declares the French gov- 
ernment has not and will not resort 
to measures of reprisal. The only 
modifications in the treatment of Ger- 
man prisoners as the result of these 
charges are, the government says, the 
reduction of rations and pay to the 
equivalent of the German rations and 
ay, and the withholding of the privi- 
ege of libertv on parole, in reply to the 
same measure applied in Germany.

Highway association, at Chattanooga. 

The Dixie highway has been made @ 
passable road from one end to the 
other the year around with the exeep- 
tion of the passes through, the Cum- 
berlands. It now appears that over 
both the eastern and the western divi- 
sion of the highway the Cumberlands 
will soon be passable in all sorts of 
weather. 

Headquarters Issues Statement. 

The report from the headquarters of 
the Dixie Highway association says: 

Very satisfactory progress is being 
made toward the removal of the moun- 
tain barriers on both divisions, the east- 
ern and western, of the Dixie highway. 
Contracts have all been awarded with 
the exception of five miles on the 
eastern division between Cincinnati 
and Knoxville. The five miles referred 
to is a result of a misunderstanding 
between Rockcastle and LaureI coun- 
ties, Kentucky. With the co-operation 
of the citizens of Cincinnati, Lexing- 
ton and Berea, it is expected to have 
this five miles provided for and work 
started in the immediate future. 

On a recent inspection trip of the 
western division from Louisville’ to 
Chattanooga, Judge M. M. Allison, presi- 
dent of the Dixie Highway association, 
concluded agreements with the citizens 
ef Rutherford and Bedford counties, 
Tennessee, for the removal of the toll 
gates and the improvement of the 
highway. He found Coffee and Moore 
counties actively at work. Franklin 
county has 50 per cent of the highway 
completed and is preparing to start 
work on the road up Cumberland moun- 
tain. Marion county was at work and 
will have the grade down the mountain 
completed by the first of the year. 
From Whitwell to Chattanooga on 
what is known as the Suck Creek 
Gorge route, the grading and surfacing 
to ‘the top of Walden’s Ridge from 
Whitwell has been completed. The 
state convicts at work in Marion and 
Hamilton counties through the Suck 
Creek gorge expect to complete the 
difficult grading to the Suck Creek 
bridge this month. Hamilton county 
has just awarded the contract for the 
remainder of the highway. The Nash- 
ville-Chattanooga division will be in 
good travelable condition by summer 
of 1917. 

All-the-Year Highway. 

In addition to thees two passes the 
Georgia-Alabama Highway association 
is going ahead with its plans-to con- 
struct an all-the-year highway through 
the Cumberlands from Huntsville, Ala., 
to Rome, Ga., which would enable one 
to leave the Dixie highway at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., travel the Georgia-Ala- 
bama highway through the mber- 
lands, and again touch the Dixie high- 
way at Rome. 

There is in this country no more 
beautiful scenery than is to be found 
in motoring through the Cumberland 
mountains, and thie construction of 
three passes through these mountains 
offers such a variety of routes that a 
stimulus in motoring between the north 
and the south is certain to result.

the second ly BF gn England, the war 
of 1812. He hdd also a brother who 
at the age of sixteen served the last 
few months of the civil war. 

It was in the early part of the nine- 
teenth century that the ancestors of 
Mr. Gay came from North Carolina to 
Georgia, making their permanent set- 
tlement in Meriwether county. They 
settled in the woods. Much suffering 
and privation fell to the part of the 
settlers, while with the aid of kind 
neighbors they con'structed a home. 
Around this lonely home towered the 
primeval forest. Many a morning saw 
their stock of sheep, pigs or calves 
diminished by wolves.. For years the 
settlers rode fifteen miles to attend 
church, 

It was here and under these condi- 
tions that the ‘son of Columbus and 
Martha (Sasser) Gay, William F. Gay, 
was born in 1850. He passed his early 
years on the farm, but received a good 
education. His grandfather, William 
Sasser, desiring to increase the educa- 
tional facilities for his own and his 
neighbors’ children, gave land for the 
purpose of erecting an academy. It 
was at this academy that William F. 
Gay received most of his education. 

When the civil war broke out and 
the confederacy sent out-its call for 
men, it fell to his part, since he was 
only eleven years old, too young to go 
to the front, to remain at home and 
run the farm and care for his mother 
and sister. This part he did well. 

Mr. Gay possessed an impressive 
character. All who knew him believed 
in, trusted, admired and loved him. He 
was a man of high ideals, moral cour- 
age, strong will, personal honor, deep 
human sympathy, unfailing Christian 
spirit, and a most becoming spirit of 
modesty. 

Mr. Gay was married at the early 
age of nineteen to Miss Anira Culpep- 
per. She has been one of the forces 
in his life responsible for his brilliant 
‘success. 

Meriwether county never had a more 
active, progressive, public spirited citi- 
zen. For nineteen years he served his 
county as a member of the commission- 
ers of roads and révenue. It was while 
he was chairman of this board that 
Meriwether’s present courthouse was 
constructed. He was foremost in every 
movement which looked to the prog- 
ress of his community or county. Al- 
ways a friend to the cause of educa- 
tion, only recently he was the biggest 
donator to the cause of establishing a 
high school in his home town.

By a decree handed down yesterday 


by United States District Judge Wil- 
liam T. Newman, William A. Wright, 
as comptroller general of Georgia, is 
at liberty to press the state’s claim for 


taxes upon stocks and bonds held by 
the Georgia Railroad ang Banking com- 
pany, this railroad being under lease 
to and operated by the uisville and 
Nashville and the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad companies. 

The decree was rendered in the case 
of the Georgia Railraad and Banking 
company against William A. Wright, 
comptroller general of Georgia, tried 
some months ago, and which had as its 
objective an order restraining Comp- 
troller Wright from collecting’ the 
taxes in question and decreeing that 
the stocks and bonds are not subject 
to taxation within Mr. Wright’s juris- 
diction. 

Involved were 15,000 shares of stock 
in the Western Railway of Alabama, 
which is under 99 years’ lease to Wil- 
liam M. Wadley, and by him subse- 
quently re-leased to the L. & and 
the A. C. L., which companies now op- 
erate the Georgia railroad as lessees; 
also $31,000 wérth of bonds of the 
Monroe Railroad of Georgia, valued at 
$20,000; $84,000 worth of bonds vsglued 
at $25,000 ang 200 shares of stock

Some Fans Think Carrigan . 


Will Not Quit Baseball 


Umpire Billy Evans, However, Is of Opinion That Bos- 
ton’s Successful Manager and Resourceful Leader 
Means What He Says. 


By Billy Evans. 
Is Bill Carrigan, famed leader of the Boston Red Sox, sincere in his avowed 


determination to retire from baseball? 


That question is now uppermost in the thought of every supporter of the 
Boston American league team in particular, and baseball fans the country over 


in general. 


During the summer Carrigan stated that the season of 1916 was his last. At 
the close, after his club had won the American league pennant and then added 


the world’s championship, he reiterated his intention to quit In a farewell talk 


to the players, prior to the disbanding of the team. 
I have no doubt that a lot of people are not taking the retirement of Car- 


rigan seriously. 


In a way it is hard to figure how a manager who has twice 


won the world’s championship in succession could contemplate getting out of 


the game. 


A great many managers retire, resign or quit, as it may be, when 


things are breaking badly, but Carrigan stands eut as one manager who volun- 
tarily gets out when his star is shining brightest. 

Undoubtedly a lot of fans regard Carrigan’s announcement as a mere bluff, 
a means by which he may get a fat increase in salary. Others may regard him 
as sincere at the present time, but believe that when the spring rolls around 
the call of the diamond will be so strong it will completely erase all the in- 


tentions of the winter. 

Eleven years of close personal con- 
tact on the ball field with Bill Carri- 
gan leads me to believe that he was 
absolutely sincere when he announced 
his retirement. What is more, I 
would be willing to gamble that Car- 
rigan quits. Sarrigan is a brainy 
leader; he never jumps at conclu- 
sions. He reacnes a decision on any 
matter only after careful thought. 

In my experience I have never seen 
or heard of Carrigan not sticking to 
his word. ‘ Once he makes” up hi's 
mind it is mighty difficult to change 
his opinion. His players can testify 
to that. It is my honest conviction 
that baseball has lost Bill Carrigan. 
If such be the case, the American 
league has lost a most resourceful 
leader, while baseball in general loses 
a sterling character, a manager who 
was a decided credit to the game. 


CARRIGAN I8 GREAT LEADER; 
RECEIVES BUT LITTLE CREDIT. 


For the results attained Bill Carri- 


ee has received less credit than per- 
aps any other successful leader in the 
history of the game. His methods no 
doubt have been in a great measure 
responsible. There was nothing of the 
grand stand style about Carrigan. He 
accomplished tningss in a quiet, un- 
assuming way, always anxious that 
the praise be bestowed upon his play- 
ers. He never had controversies off the 
field with rival players or owners. He 
never aired any of the grievances he 
must have had through the papers. He 
worked on the theory that the best way 
was to do all the fighting for victory 
on the ball field. 

During the regime of Carrigan the 
Boston ed Sox have been known in 
American league circles as a game 
ball club. Time and again during the 
past three years the club has been 
called upon to prove its mettle or 
blow, and it has never failed to meet 
the crisis. 

The sale of the great Tris Speaker, 
which meant the loss of a strong 
“batting punch,” and then the loss of 
Tack arry because of an injury, 
would have aaenen most clubs, but 
not the Boston Red Sox. The team is 
composed of an aggregation of game 
athletes, but no man on the team has 
more courage than Carrigan. 

The sale of Speaker for a time was 
resented by the Boston players. Car- 
rigan was the one member of the club 
who failed to show his Sogn if he 
had any in the matter. His only argu- 
ment was a belicf that the club could 
win without Speaker. 

When Barry was injured a great 
many skeptics feared Janvrin would 
find the task too great. Carrigan ex- 
presees the greatest of confidence in 

is substitute second baseman. Lack 
of courage on Carrigan’s part at a 
great many spots in the race would 
have had a_ depressing influence on 
the club. When things looked dark- 
est Carrigan was most optimistic.

As a catcher Carrigan was perhaps 
as little appreciated as a manager. 
There was nothing showy about his 
style, and his arm was the weakest of 
any receiver in the league, yet man- 
agers, players and umpires in the Amer- 
ican league hold the highest regard for 
the Boston manager as a backstop. 
Connie Mack once remarked that Bill 
Carrigan, if only able to roll the ball 
to second base, would have to be ranked 
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a~ a star, because of his many other 
assets. 

It always struck me that no greater 
display of courage could be given by 
Carrigan than his intention to catch. 
He never picked any soft spots, either, 
for usually he worked most when play- 
ing clubs that were well up in the race. 
Usually such clubs would decide to take 
a lot of chances of the bases, but some- 
how Bill would manage to get the ball 
down to second base ahead of the run- 
ner, although he would often ask me 
if his arm was still there, after being 
forced to make a hurried throw. Op- 
fob Players always had a lot of fun 
oshing Bill when he caught, but he 
always took the bantering good natur- 
edly, and usually had the last word in 
all controversies. 

Carrigan was a leader, who was look- 
ing for none the best of it; a fifty- 
fifty split was all he asked. With Car- 
rigan the umpire was a regular indi- 
vidual. He didn’t figure that all close 
decisions went against him, and that 
the umpire was always wrong. I often 
have seen a Boston pitcher ready to 
kick on some ruling, only to see him 
enseeniy hangs his ree, when UCar- 
rigan would say get in an 
ball was outside. . — 

In many a pinch I have seen Carri- 
gan agree with the umpire, rather than 
his pitcher, when it would have been 
the easiest matter in the worid fcr 
him to have sprung an alibi at the ex- 
pense of the umpire. Carrigan wasn't 
that kind of a fellow. Carrigan could 
kick, could proves as strenuously as 
any one in the game, but whenever he 
did, you could rest assured that he be- 
lieved he was in the right. He was 
honest in his convictions at all times 
Baseball can ill afford to lose men of 
the Bill Carrigon type.
